S.O. 1631. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of 
section 5 of the Indian Income-tax Act, 1922 (11 of 1922), and In partial modifica- 
tion of all previous notifications on the subject, the Central Board of Revenue 
hereby directs that with effect from 3rd July 1959 (Fore-noon), Shrl H. P. Sharma, 
a Commissioner of Income-tax, shall perform all the functions of Commissioner 
of Income-tax in respect of such areas or of such persons or classes of persons 

or such incomes or classes of incomes or such cases or classes of cases as are 

comprised in the Income-tax Circles. Wards or Districts in the following income- 
tax Circles at Calcutta, namely: — 

“Central Circles I to XXVII’’. 

Provided that he shall also perform his functions in respect of such persons 

or of such cases as have been or may be assigned by the Central Board of 

revenue to any Income-tax Authority subordinate to him. 

Provided further that he shall not perform his functions in respect of such 
persons or such cases as have been or may be assigned to any income-tax authority 
outside his jurisdictional area, 

While performing the said functions the said Shri Sharma shall be designated 
as (the Commissioner of Income-tax, (Central) Calcutta with headquarters at 
Calcutta.

S.O. 1634, — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of 
section 9A of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), the 
following amendments made in the rules by the Spices and Oilseeds Exchange 
Ltd., Sangli under sub-section (1) of the saicl section and approved by the Central 
Government are hereby published, namely: — 

In the said Articles — 

(I) After Article 0. — -The following shall be added as Article <TA, namely: — 

“6A, (1) All members of the Excange shall be classified into either of the two 
panels styled as:— i 

(a) Dealers Pannel and (b) Brokers Panel. 

(ii) A ^person shall be considered as qualified to join the Dealers Panel if 

m any of the two immediately preceding Samvat years or the current 
year ho fulfilled the conditions noted in Clause (iii) below. 

(iii) A person whose business of ready delivery transactions in any of the 

authorised commodities, is or was, 


(a) in case of turmeric, not less than one thousand Atkis in a Samvat 
year, 


and/or 


(b) In case of groundnut in shell, not less than six hundred fifty Khan- 

dies in a Samvat year, 

and/or 

(c) in case of groundnut seeds, not less than five hundred Khandies In 

a Samvat year, shall be entitled to join either the Dealers Panel or 
the Brokers Panel. A person who is not entitled to join the Dealers 
Panel shall have no option and will be listed in the Brokers Pahel. 
No member can join more than one panel. The total number in 
each panel may vary. 

(iv) All members enrolled on the date of adoption of this article shall, with- 
in the period fixed by the Board, declare in the application prescrib- 
ed by the Board, the Panel to which he desires to join and he shall 
be included in the panel to Which he is entitled, to join in accordance 
with the provisions of these articles. 

(v) The list of members in each panel shall be revised and notified In the 

month of Kartik of every Samvat year. For this purpose every mem- 
ber shall furnish information and shall also produce documents, 
account-books, etc., which may be called for by the Board. 

(vi) If there be a difference of opinion between a member and the Board 

regarding the inclusion of the member concerned in a particular 

g anel, he shall be included in the panel, as may be decided by the 
oard with the approval of the Forward Markets Commission. The 
decision arrived at in the manner provided herein shall be binding 
on the member. 

(vii) Whenever under the articles or bye-laws of the Exchange, right of 
election or representation on the Board or a Committee is specifically 
provided on the basis of panels, such election or representation shall 
be made accordingly. 
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(viii) A member of one panel shall not be entitled to vote or to contest or to 
claim election or representation on behalf of other panel. 

(lx) The Exchange shall maintain the Register of members in each panel.” 

II. For Article 64 the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“64. The Board of Directors shall consist of not more than fifteen directors 
and shall be constituted as under: 

(i) Ten Directors elected from the authorised representatives of the mem- 
bers of the Exchange as under: 

(A) Seven Directors to be elected by the authorised representatives of 

members in the Dealers Panel from themselves. 

(B) Three Directors to be elected by the authorised representatives of 

members in the Brokers Panel from themselves. 

(ii) Four Directors nominated by the Central Government. In case the 
Central Government has not appointed one or more Directors under 
this sub-clause, the Board shall function as if it is duly constituted 
notwithstanding such deficiency in the Board. 

(iii) The Board may, at its first meeting, by a majority of not less than 2/3 
directors, present and voting, the number of directors present being 
not less than ten (a fraction being counted as an integer) or failing 
the aforesaid majority and presence of directors, with the concurrence 
of the Forward Markets Commission, co-opt one director from the 
members »r non-members, hereinafter called the co-opted direc- 
tor. 

The above provisions regarding the election of Directors shall come into force 
at the first Annual General Meeting to be held after the adoption of this article 
and those regarding the co-option of directors after the aforesaid Annual General 
Meeting.”
